Roosevelt Says Taft Has Told

Oyster Bay, N. Y., May 5.—In a state- 
ment issued here tonight by Colonel 
Roosevelt in reply to President Taft's 
epeech in Baltimore last night, the col- 
onel asserts that Mr. Taft knew he 
was making an untrue statement when 
he said that the former president ex- 
pressed the opinion that the anti-trust 
law ought to be repealed. He also 
again contradicts the president in re- 
gard to the “harvester trust’ case, 
saying that at a cabinet meeting and 
in private conversation with him, Mr. 
Taft “repeatedly and emphatically ap- 
proved the course actually taken.” 

The colonel returned this morning 
from his Maryland tour. He said he 
expected to remain in Oyster Bay for 
a week before starting on his Ohio 


campaign. 
Colenel Roosevelt's Statement. 
Colonel Roosevelt's statement 
lows: ihe 
“With Mr. Taft's personal opinion 
about me I have no concern beyond 
pointing out the sufficiently obvious 
fact that he never discovered that l 
Was dangerous to the people until I 
had been obliged to come to the con- 
clusion that he was useless to the 
people. But his specific statements as 
to the trusts, the crookedness in se- 
lecting delegates and the Lorimer in- 
cident I shall once again answer al- 
though I have already answered them 
Specifically in Massachusetts and al- 
though Mr. Taft's repetition of them 
now is incompatible with sincerity of 
purpose or conviction on his part. 
“Mr. Taft knew all the facts about 
the harvester trust decision and hé 
was present at that cabinet meeting 
wfMere they were all discussed and also 
in private conversation with me he re- 
peatedly and emphtically approved 
the course actually taken just as he 
peatedly and emphatically approved 
the course taken as regards the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron Company. He 
was absent from the country when Mr. 
Smith was reporting to me and con- 
sulting with Mr, Bonaparte, but after 
his return in January the matter came 
up again and it appeared that Mr. 
Bonaparte had not understood that 
my judgment was that the course ad- 
vocated by Mr. Smith was the proper 
one to follow. 
“Accordingly, the matter was gone 
over at length in the cabinet meet- 
ing.

Largest Flag Unfurled. 

This afternoon the largest confed- 
erate flag ever made wae unfurled 
with appropriate exercises at Camp 
John B. Gordon, where 15,000 heroes 
of the tate war will be encamped 
during the reunion. The flag-raising 
was in charge of the 
panies of the Second Georgia regiment. 
Thousands of Macon people mingled 
with the visitors who have already 
arrived. Preceding the flag-raising a 
public reception was heid in honor of 
James C. Williams, a 72-year-old vet- 
eran, who walked all the way from 
Dallas, Texas, to Macon, making the 
trip in 65 walking days. 

More than thirty-five special trains 
are now en route from distant points, 
while all of the regular trains will 
be operated in from two to four sec- 
tions Monday, and perhaps Tuesday. 
The first special delegation reached 
Macon shortly before midmight tonight 
and was composed of five sleepers, 
from Kansas City and adjacent points. 
The train was parked and before its 
passengers arise tomorrow’ morning 
at least five other special trains will 
be In the city, all from the south- 
west. 

Sons of Veterans. 

The first actual meeting in connec- 
tion with the reunion will be made Mon- 
day afternoon, when the Confederate 
Southern Memorial Association will 
hold its annual session, and at 8 
o'clock Monday night the meeting of 
the Sons of Veterans will be started. 

Macon has made extensive prepara- 
tions for caring for the visitors. The 
veterans will be housed at Camp John 
B. Gordon, where 1,000 large army stor- 
age tents furnished free by the United 
States government have been pitched 
and three meals a day will be fur- 
nished free to the old soldiers. The 
commissary department has arranged 
to feed 2,000 at a sitting. Almost 
every home in the city has been 
thrown open for the reception of vis- 
itors, ang whole buildimgs have been 
filled with beds and cots, Over 100 
temporary eating houses have been 
provided and there would be no dan- 
ger of anyone going hungry. 

Genera}] Young Arrives. 

One of the first persons of note to 
reach Macon was Gen. Bennett H. 
Young, of Louisville, Ky., commander 
of the Army of Tennessee, this morn- 
ing. He paid a visit to Camp John B. 
Gordon and pronounced it the. best 
that has ever been pitcheq at a con- 
federate reunion.

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MARYLAND VOTES

Primary Today to Decide for 
Whom the Sixteen Dele- 
gates Shall Vote. 


Baltimore, May 5.—Maryland’s first 
presidential primary election tomorrow 
will decide the votes of the sixteen 
delegates this state will send to each 
of the national conventions. The law': 
permits no divided delegation, so a 
victory in Maryland will mean sixteen 
delegates all in a block, bound to sup- 
port the candidate for whom they are 
instructed, at least on the first bal- 
lot. 

The names of Theodore Roosevelt 
and President Taft appear on the re- 
publican ballot, while the democrats 
will vote for Speaker Champ Clark, 
Governor Judson Harmon or Governor 
Wilson. Active campaigns have been 
waged on behalf of all these candi- 
dates. 

The election tomorrow will choose 
129 delegates to the state convention, 
and each county or district will bind 
its delegates to vote for a national] 
delegation favorable to the presidén- 
tial candidate for whom such county 
or district declares its preference. 
Victory, therefore, will depend upon 
the preferential vote by counties or 
districts, and not “upon the. popular 
preference of the state as a whole. |

BROKEN BY MISSISSIPPI

From Vicksburg, Miss., south to 
New Orleans, the Mississippi river 
is from half a foot to two and a 
half feet above any previous flood 
record stage. 

An additional rise this week of 
approximately one foot from New 
Orleans north to Baton Rouge is 
predicted by the weather bureau. 

Soundings made by United States 
army engineers show that this rec- 
ord-breaking volume of water in 
the big river is moving at the rate 
of 8.1 feet per second, or approxi- 
mately one mile per hour faster 
than ever before recorded in the 
Mississippi's flood history,

New Orleans, La., May 5.—Large gec- 
tions of fifteen Louisiana parishes west 
of the Mississippi river are under 
water, four other parishes have some 
flood water and are bound to get more 
this week; approximately one hundred 
thousand persons in that territory have 
been driven from their homes; trains 
are taking out hundreds of families 
daily, fleets of motorboats and skiffs 
are being used to rescue marooned peo- 
ple; about a dozen lives all told have 
been sacrificed, principally because the 
people refused to heed the warnings; 
several hundred thousand dollars worth 
of rations have been distributed among 
the refugees, who are sheltered in all 
manner of houses from cabins to 
churches and lodge buildings. 

Every day brings stories of suffer- 
ing and of heroic rescues, of new sec- 
tions inundated by the waters from 
the crevasses already recorded the 
levees of the Mississippi river. The 
funds that will be required to take 
care of the flood victims for yet other 
weeks, many of them for months per- 
haps, can not be expressed in a few 
hundred thousands of dollars.

Reports today were more reassuring 
than on yesterday, and the federal and 
State engineers declared they had firm 
faith in their ability to hold every 
remgining levee on the Mississippi. But 
the danger is not past by any means. 

Lack of labor, due largely to the un- 
concern of negroes who have been 
drawing government rations, has been 
the-mest seriecus drawback. Stringent

Thousands Work on Levees. 

Thousands of paid laborers and con- 
victs are working, in some instances 
day and night, on the weak stretches 
of the Mississippi levees from the Red 
river junction to the mouth of the 
river, and hundreds of others are la- 
boring equally hard to hold the levees 
along the Bayou des Glaize, in the east 
central part of Louisiana, and along 
the Atchafalaya river from Melville, 
La., north. 

At New Orleans and Baton Rouge, 
Lotlisiana’s state capital, gangs of la- 
borers are working at night, under 
the glere of electric lights strung 
along the levees, and aided by search- 
lights of steamers. 

At Baton Rouge the 
critical, and equally so along the 
Atchafalaya and Bayou des Glaize. If 
a break occurs, however, in the front 
Mississippi-levee at Baton Rouge, the 
engineers hope to confine the damage 
to a small section of the city. 

There is alarm among some of the 
residents of New Orleans, though the 
daily reassuring statements of the city 
officials and levee board engineers 
have been accepted at face value by 
others, who feel not the slightest ap- 
prehension. 

Extreme precautions have been 
taken to meet any emergency, and at 
points all along the river barges and 
flat cars are loaded with timber, sand 
sacks, wheelbarrows, shovels and oth- 
er material necessary in stopping 
wash holes, arresting crayfish and 
muskrat depredations and closing 
small breaks and threatened crevasses 
of every description. 

Situation in New Orleans. 


At New Orleans the railroads whose’ 


lines pierce the protection levees above 
the city were ordered to place pile- 
drivers and all necessary material 
right at the gaps and Keep ready at 
all hours sufficient laborers to close 
the levees in event of a break in the 
Mississippi levees at any point north 
of New Orleans. The protecting 
levees extend from the Mississippi 
river back toward Lake Pontchartrain 
and would prevent any serious damage 
to New Orleans in event of a crevasse 
further up the stream. 

In the “third district’ of New Or- 
leans the situation is still grave, and 
a thousand laborers worked all day 
long today filling in dirt between the 
levees and the revetments. The water 
is over the dock at Esplanade street, 
and the rear of the Southern Pacific 
transfer station there is 18 inches 
deep in water. Sacks of sand are piled 
on top of the levee at that point, and 
dirt has been banked along the rear 
ag the big: steel wharves from Canal 
Street down to Esplanade. 

At Flood street there is considerable 
seepage, and crayfish holes have given 
the engineers considerable’ treuble. 
Work continued tonight, and armed 
Suards patrolled the levees at all weak 
points in the city. 

Water from the break at Torras 
reached Morganzaa tonight, but nearly 
all of the women and children have 
been removed to places of safety. The 
depth of this water will reach there 
at a time only to be conjectured, No 
break in the Morganza levee is feared, 
as ail weak places have been repaired 
and watchmen are constantly on the 
alert. : 

Outlook Not Encouraging. 

A neavy rain extending the 
southern portion of the state began 
shortly after 3 o'clock this afternoon 
and the outlook was regarded as any- 
thing but encouraging by the engi- 
neers who are making a heroic fight 
against tne constantly rising stages 
that have already eclipsed former 
flood records by as much as two feet 
at places. 

Th fight to hold the levees in the 
Baton Rouge territory became more 
desperate because of the coming rise 
in the river and heavy rains. The 
levees were dotted with gangs of 
workmen. For miles and mileson both 
sides of the river whites and blacks 
are working to strengthen the em- 
bankments threatening to give-way. 

To Get Labor By Force 

The following telegram wgs recetyv- 
ed at United States engineer's office 
here this afternoon: 

‘Melville, La., May 5.—Continued 
rise in river, incessant rains and 
scarcity of labor render situation here 
extremely grave. Persons affetted by 
any.breaks that might occur in the 
Atchafalaya and Bayou Des Glaiz2s 
levees should be warned of probable 
overflow.

Captain C. O. Sherrill, engineer in 
charge of the office here, said that he 
had made every effort to secure la- 
bor at Melville and watchez, but go 
far there had been iittle response; that 
quarterboats and supplies sufficient to 
accommodate 500 laborers were in the 
Atchafalaya section, but his assistants 
were unable to secure laborers to man 
them. 

A long distance message from Baton 
Rouge this afternoon stated that Gov- 
ernor J. Y. Sanders had instructed of- 
ficers in command of the national 
guard to secure the 500 laborers need- 
ed by the United States engineers in 
the Atchafalaya district, and ‘get them 
if it takes every soldier you've got 
to do it.” ‘ 

“No Work, No Rations.” 

“No work, no rations,” was the man- 
date to the hundreds of able-bodied 
negro refugees receiving free food from 
the government, issued today by Lieu- 
tenant W. E. Holliday, tn charge of the 
supply depot at Natchez, when advised 
of the difficulties the engineers are ex- 
periencing in getting labor. 

“It was feared that a _ ten-mile 
Stretch of the levee in the Bayou des 
Glaize section would be lost because 
of the lack of labor. Assistant En- 
gineer H. S$. Douglas sent the steamer 
La Fourche and two barges to As- 
sistant Engineer E. B. Gettys, at 
Natchez, with instructions to pick up 
all the idle laborers available. 

Mr. Gettys reported that only six 
-men were secured. The matter was 
referred to the engineer headquarters 
here with an appeal or assistance. 
Lieutenant Holliday was notified at 
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Natchez, who stated that those negrocs 
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who were getting rations from the 
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{ government and refused to work “had 
‘better locate another bobrding hoise.”

DESPERATE FIGHT 


Baton Rouge, La., May 5.—The fight 
to hold the levees against the increas- 
ing river stages became more desper- 
ate here this afternoon because of a 
heavy rain. The levees are active 
with gangs of workmen, and for miles 
and miles on both sides of the river 
both white and black are engaged in 
piling up sandbags and dirt in weak 
places. All the labor for many miles 
back from the river has been concen- 
trated on the levees, 

The possibility of serious loss of life 
in the Atchafalaya territory in the 
path of the oncoming Torras flood has 
aroused the army officers here to un- 
usual activity. There has already 
been some loss of life, all negroes. In 
Spite of the warnings of the federal 
authorities and runners sent through 
the threatened districts, many refused 
to leave their homes until the water 
was right in their front yards, and in 
five instances they were too late. Many 
persons are perched on. the roofs of 
their submerged cabins patiently walit- 
ing to be rescued, 

Fleet of Rescue Vessels. 

A fleet of rescue vesselg will be 
started out tomorrow to join the four- 
teen boats alreday in the Atchafalaya 
territory. The government boat Major 
left today for Batchelor with. supplies, 
Captain Logan, in charge of the relief 
and rescue work, is now being assisted 
by additional officers who arrived to- 
day. Sergeants have been. sent to 
Morgan City, Marksville, Port Barre, 
St. Martinsville, Plaquemine, Beaux 
Bridge, Laureauville and Lafayette. 

Captain Bennett, of the Philippine 
Scouts, has established headquarters at 
Opelousas, while Lieutenant Weeks 1s 
in charge of a station at Batchelor. 

The work of rescue has been going 
On all day, and the refugees arriving 
here tell of narrow escapes from 
drowning. One man waited until the 
water reached his yard, because he 
thought he had time to get some of 
his possessions together. Before he 
could get his clothes together the 
flood floated his house away, and on 
this raft he managed to get to a 
railroad embankment, where he was 
picked up. Nearly a thousand refugees 
have arrived here, and the condition 
of the children, and especially the 
babies, is particularly distressing be- 
cause of the scarcity of milk. 

Mother Fied With Babes. 

the Sunday schools were dis- 
today, the children being in- 
structed to make a thorough canvass 
for milk and take it to the supply 
depots for distribution. 

One mother arrived here, with five 
children, the youngest of which was 
4 months old and wrapped in a towel 
She said she did not Know where her 
husband was. He had gone to drive 
off the live stock, but the water rose 
so fast about her house that she was 
forced to flee with her little ones, 
She said she had not seen him since. 

Governor J. Y. Sanders today order- 
ed Major Allison Owen, in command 
of the Louisiana troops at Natchez, to 
take the 5090 Louisiana negro refugees 
at Natchez, put them on boats and 
take them to New Roads to assist in 
holding the protection levees in that 
territory. The governor ordered that 
the troops be used to force the ne- 
groes to work, if necessary. 

The transfer boat, William Eden- 
born, running between Angola and 
Naples, was caught by the swift cur- 
rent in Old river this morning, crash- 
ed into the Texas and Pacific bridge 
pier and sank with its cargo of loaded 
freight cars.

President Overcome by Emotion 
at a Memorial Meeting, 


Senator Hoke Smith, Secretary

- Paid Tribute to Dead Soldier,

Washington, May 5.—The life of 
Major Archibald W. Butt, as a soldier, 
newspaper man, aide to presidents, and 
lodge member, ang his heroic death on 
the Titanic were commemorated by his 
commander-in-chief, a president, a 
secretary of war, a sénator of his 
mative state, a contemporary in the 
mewspaper field and the fraternity of 
Masonry, at an impressive memorial 
service here today. 

The tribute President Taft paid to 
his late aide epitomized all that was 
said. 

“Everybody Knew Archie as Archie.” 
saiq the president. “I cannot go into 
a box at a theater; I cannot turn 
around in my room; I cannot go any- 
where without expecting to see his 
smiling face or to hear his cheerful 
voice in greeting. The life of the 
president is rather isolated, and those 
appointed to live with him come much 
closer to him than anyone else. The 
bond is very close, and it is difficult 
to speak on such an occasion.

New York, May 5.—The cotton goods 
primary markets have ruled quiet for 
several davs. The falling cotton mar- 
kets appear to have had less effect 
than the desire of buvers to await a 
further development in retail distribu- 
tion hefore proceeding heavily into a 
néw season. The demand for mer- 
$handise from the mills has fallen to 
a very low level as compared with 
the activity of a month or more ago, 
but all goodg under order are being 
taken, and all spot offerings are Dbe- 
ing bought at about the top of the 
market. Fall River’s sales, of print 
cloths fell to 50,000 pieces during the 
week, but stocks on hand were slight- 
ly reduced by large shipments on 
contract and gpot sales. 

The export trade is somewhat quief, 
but prices are firm and shipments are 
fully 50 per cent ahead of a year ago. 
Large commission merchants feel con- 
vinced that prices cannot go back 
much while the mills are so well gold 
into the middle of the year, and while 
cotton holds above 11 cents. It is 
noted as a remarkable feature of the 
quiet immediate business that very 
few offerings of goods have ‘ome 
from second-hand gray goods circles.

would prevail against the whirlwind 
of the silver agitation that had always 
appeared when a crisis threatened the 
integrity of American institutions. 
With all the strength within = him, 

without equivocation, William Howard 
Taft has taken up the gauntlet for 
sound constitutional government. His 
reply to the challenge of his prede- 
cessor has defined an unmistakable 
issue of the campaign. President Taft 
insists that to destroy the independ- 
ence of the judiciary is to take away 
the keystone from the arch of free 
government, He has further insisted 
that irresponsible assaults upon the 
judiciary are a serious menace to en- 
during government, that they launch 
a rudderless. ship of state on a sea of 
troubles.

Tariff Bills Not Touched. 

None of the tariff bills have been 
passed by the senate, nor even con- 
sidered, except for the opening speects 
of Senator Simmons, of North Caro- 
lina, on the metal schedule, 

In addition to the steel, wool, | 
icals, sugar and excise, or income tax, 
bills. all the big appropriation bills are 
vet to be disposed of at this session. 
Democrats and insurgent republicans 
will demand that votes be had on all 
the tariff bills, and nobody imagines 
for a moment that the senate is going 
to vote on such important meageures 
until there has* Been ample discus- 
sion and opportunity has been afford- 
ed to explain personal and party view- 
points and to get into The Congres- 
sion Record as much campaign thun- 
der as can be put out that way. 

Senator Bacon announces that the 
democrats will insist upon a4 vote be- 
ing taken on every one of the bills 
sent over by the house, regardless ot 
how long it protracts the present ses- 
sion. 

“We owe it to the country and to 
the democratic house to secure action, 
if posible, on the legislation the house 
has framed,” said Mr. Bacon. “Even 
if the fight to bring these measures to 
a vote brings on a protracted session, 
that is what we are here for and our 
duty is plain., At the short session of 
next winter there will be no oppor- 
tunity for such discussion as should 
be had in regard to the great tariff 
and income tax measures.

This, indeed, is 
the first question to be settled. 

“I should be quite willing to let men 
hold whatever view of the Bible seemed 
most reasonable to them, were I 
not convinced that grievous social er- 
rors have grown out of the belief that 
the Bible is a miraculously given, spe- 
clal, infallible revelation of Ged. But, 
viewed in various lights of funda- 
mental truth, the Bible may certainly 
be said to contain a revelation of God 
and His way with men. And a most in- 
spiring revelation it is. In it we may 
trace the spiritual development of a 
people up from crude crass polethism 
up to the period of evolution as yet 
unsurpassed by any of the children of 
men. 

“Epigramatically, we can say of the 
Bible in the words of Sam Walter 
Foss: 

““*‘What is the world’s true Bible—'tis 
the highest thought of man, 
thought distilled through ages 
since the dawn of thought be- 
gan, 
And each age adds its word thereto, 
some psalm or promise sweet, 
And the canon is unfurnished and for- 
ever incomplete.’ ”

Rome, May 5.—According to official 
dispatches from Rhodes, capital of 
the Island of Rhodes, which ItahHan 
forces seized yesterday, troops were 
landed some distance from the city. 
They immediately advanced, driving 
the Turkish troops before them at the 
point of the bayonet. 

In the meantime Admiral Viale 
summoned the governor of the city to 
surrender. The latter replied that he 
possessed no means of resistance and 
accordingly abandoned the control of 
the city under protest. He added that 
he had no power to issue orders to 
the garrison which, however, shortly 
afterwards retired to a position out- 
side the city. The warships promptly 
shelled the Turkish’ soldiers, who 
withdrew, and the Italian colors were 
eventually hoisted over Rhodes.

We need some of 
these turned into places for the care 
of the feeble-minded, otuers for the 
care of the crippled, and then certain 
of these for the care of tnuose orphan 
children which cannot be placed in 
family homes, or which are to be kept 
Only a short time. 

Dr. Hart laid espic-ial} emphasis on 
the need for more extensive employ- 
ment of the placing-out system. in 
Georgia. He pointeg out that Ken-

tucky has one of the largest children’s 
home societies in the country; that 
the state appropriates $30,000 a year 
to this work, because it is found to 
have many advantages over the older 
and out-of-date metho of caring for 
all children in Institutions.

North and South Carolina, Florida, 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas found 
plenty of family homes opening up to

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KEEP DOWN THE GRASS; 
VALUE OF THE WEEDER 
T HAS OFTEN been quoted. as a 
/ proverb, “A dry . May makes a 
good cotton crop.” I know no 
reason for the saying other than the 
well-known fact that May is usually a 
dry month and thereby gives the 
farmer an opportunity to get the mas- 
tery of weeds and grass while the cot- 
ton is yet young. For my part, I pre- 
fer to make use of skill and proper im- 
plements to handle the grass and yet 
have a good shower of rain every 
week—say every Saturday night or 
early Sunday morning, so that the de- 
voutly inclined may go to church after 
the night's or early morning rain, and 
the ground be ready to work by Mon- 
day. 

Most farmers still cling to the small 
scooter stock, shod with sweep or 
scooter and scrape and going twice to 
the row. But the up-to-date farmer 
starts the work with a modern weeder, 
not even waiting for the cotton plants 
to show themselves above ground, es- 
pecially if a heavy shower or two of 
rain shall have fallen witnin a week 
after planting. I consider the weeder 
one of the really valuable inventions 
of recent years. Suppose a field was 
properly prepared and planted, one or 
more showers of rain have fallen, or 
perhaps only one heavy rain has im- 
mediately followed the planting, a 
thickening crust has formed and the 
tender plants are struggling to push 
thelr way to the surface, while the 
crab grass and other weeds are show- 
ing everywhere, or are sprouted and 
ready to come through. This gives 
an ideal chance to illustrate the value 
and effectiveness of the weeder. Hitch 
one mule or horse to one having two 
or three rows of spring teeth, a spread 
of eight feet, and go ahead—in any 
directidn you please, but across the 
rows ig the better way—-and go over 
easily sixteen to eighteen acres in a 
day. If everything be in good shape 
it is almost play to handle a well-made 

wieadjusted weeder.

May Use It Several Times. 

Of course, the weeder may be used 
several times to advantage and with 
great economy of man and horsepower, 
say once a week, or within a few days 
after every rain. I have found by ex- 
perience that young cotton plants need 
a free supply of air, and respond most 
gratefully for this breaking of the 
crust. 

Indeed, all work done to cotton, corn 
and other field and garden plants dur- 
ing the early stages of growth ought 
to be done very rapidly and often. The 


Killing of grass and weeds, although 
necessary, is only an incident to the 
main purpose of intertillage. By the 
way, why not get rid of useless grass 
and weeds, by not permitting them to 
mature seeds? I have more than once 
felt inclined to maintain the proposi- 
tion that ordinary grass and weeds 
should be absolutely exterminated from 
the fields, as well as gardens, and sub- 
stitute in their place highly developed 
leguminous crops. In other words, the 
proposition means to bar out every 
plant excepting only those that come 
from seeds purposely sown. Certainly 
it might be well so far as gardens are 
concerned, kK.

CUT-WORM REMEDIES, 

S. FE. H., Sloan, N. C.—I have a great 
deal of trouble with the cut worms 
every spring when I set my tobacco. 
Can you give me any remedy? If go 
let me hear through your paper. 

Anawer—The cut worm is a rather 
“hard proposition.” There are quite a 
whose larvae are cut worms. The fe- 
mer and fall, especially in fields or 
gardens where there is some kind of 
growing plants (weeds) for the larvae 
to feed on during the winter. Hence 
when the soil Is turned over and this 
growing vegetation is destroyed the 
worms are without suitable food, and 
will attack any kind 
On the land in the spring. 
this turning under and destro 


Hence if 
ying the 


fall and the land lies fallow during 
the winter, there will be comparatively 
few cut worms in that particular soil 
the following spring. It is also a good 
practice to apply all of the potash in- 
tended for the spring crop early in the 
fall and in the form of kainit, which is 
destructive to all insects that live in 
the ground. But kainit ought not to 
be used for tobacco, and there you are. 
Another method of combatting cut 
worms is to spray a patch of clover or 
any other succulent growing plant 
with a spray of one pound of. Paris 
green in 50 gallons of water, and scat- 
ter the poisoned stuff about over the 
fleld in small heaps. Do this 
peat, if necessary) a week or two be- 
fore setting out your plants.

“BUD” WORMS OF CORN. 

G. W. M., Uvalda, Ga,—I have a lot 
of bottom land that will not do. to 
plant this year until June, and all late 
corn here gets hurt by a worm we call 
“bud” worms.

ties suit, and as I saw representatives 
of the Standard Oil Trust again and 
again at the time of the beginning of 
the Standard Oi! suit, just as tn the 
case of every large suit I saw any 
party interested who asked to appear 
before me. I believed then, and be- 
lieve now, that the course urged by 
Mr. Smith was the only one to take. 
Mr. Smith is one of the most efficient 
and high-minded officials in the pub- 
lic service, and, while it was not 
necessary for me to, and while as a 
matter of fact I did not. make up my 
mind as to whether he was correct in 
his belief as to what the investigation 
would show, it was my clear duty to 
follow his recommendation and have 
him make the investigation before any 
suit was undertaken. Mr. Taft, not 
once merely, but again and again, ex- 
pressed his complete acquiescence: in 
this view. 

“Mr. Taft says I have changed my 
mind about ¢he anti-trust law. He 
well Knows that the position I take 
now is precisely the position I took 
again and again in speeches and in 
messages to congress while I was 
president. He was then in my cabinet, 
and repeatedly expressed his approval! 
of what I thus said. 

Taft Accused of Falsehood. 

“Mr. Taft says that I have said that 
the anti-trust law ought to be repeal- 
ed. Mr. Taft Knows that this is not 
true. I have always explicitly stated 
that it ought to be kept og the books, 
and really enforced tnot merely. nom- 
inallis enforced as had been done by 
Mr. Taft in the Standard Oi! and To- 
bacco Trust cases) against all trusts 
uilty of anti-social practices; but I 
ave always said, and now say, that 
by itself the anti-trust law will never 
solve the problém of dealing with the 
gZreat corporations, and that to control 
the great industrial interstate corpo- 
rations we should have a law akin to 
the present interstate commerce law— 
but without the mischievous interstate 
commerce court. 

“Mr. Taft says that I criticése him 
because he prosecuted the Standard Oil 
and Tobacco companies to the supreme 
eourt and got decisions there. On the 
contrary, Mr. Taft knows wel] that I 
criticised him, not for having thus 
continued the prosecution of the suits 
that [I had begun, but because after 
he had gotten these decisions he then 
permitted the department of justice so 
to shape matters that fhe result was a 
complete nullification of all the good 
results of his suit. 

“His conduct in this respect is quite 
incompatible with any sincere purpose 
realiy to enforce the anti-trust law. 

“Evidently Wall street has made up 
its mind -that Mr. Taft's prosecutions 
are fake prosecutions, whereas the 
bitter hostility of Wal] street to me 
shows how lively is its memory of the 
fact that my prosecutions were really 
prosecutions and hurt the persons 
prosecuted.” ‘ 

Taft and the Archhbald Seandal.

“Tl fought Mr. Lorimer hard and in 
the open for eighteen months. Orig- 
inally Mr. Taft was secretly against 
Mr. Lorimer. <As the Illinois primaries 
approached Mr. Taft's opposition van- 
ished. Almost all of Mr, Taft's fol- 
lowers in the senate supported Mr. 
Lorimer. Mr. Lorimer was the leading 
Taft worker in Illinois. As long as 
there was hope that Mr. Lorimer might 
carry the state for Mr. Taft, Mr. Taft 
kept silent about Mr. Lorimer. But as 
soon as Illinois was lost Mr. Taft 
rushed to Massachusetts, where there 
were no Lorimer votes and repudiated 
Mr. Lorimer.”
